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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Decision on Appeal decided 21 June 2010 
by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences. As the rejection of claims 1-4 was 
upheld and no response has been received from the appellant during the time for reply 
set forth by 37 CFR 1 .304, claims 1-4 have been cancelled in accordance with MPEP 
1214.06 [R-8] (II) and previously allowed claims 5-14 stand allowed. Withdrawn claims 
15-25, which depend from canceled claim 4, have also been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 5-14 are allowed for the reasons as set forth in the office action mailed 15 
February 2008. Claim 5 is the sole independent claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
